The Civil Rights Bill Considered as 
«a Bone of Contention.

Interest in the coming session of con- 
ress does not manifest itself as yet about 
the capital or hotel corridors. ‘There are 
not it Washington altogether thirty 
members of botu houses, though there 1s 
not the sligtitest doubt of. a quorum a 
week hence: when congress assembles. 
It matters little how many bills were in 
troduced during the last session, referred, 
reported and passed by the senate or the 
house, The appropriation bills at the 
coming session will take precedence in 
importance, and asthe chairman of the 
sepate appropriation commitice to-day 
remarked "I am sure the democratic el: 
ement in either house will not interpose 
frivolous. debate to preyent their speedy 
passage; neither is it the intentionot the 
democratic leaders to waste time in de- 
bate.’ Que thing, however, the present 
democratic members of the house are de- 
termined to do, and that is not to allow 
an opportunity to fasten deficiency bills 
on the first session of the forty-fourth 
congress. The appropriation bills are so 
far advanced asto allow: a conference 
meeting of the house and senate com- 
mittees tomorrow, and, though 
it will be brief, it will, without doubt, 
foreshadow the plan of action during 
the ensuing three months. Beyond the 
appropriation bills and the avoirdupois 
of seuate and house bills, which will 
only be remembered as fine wrapping 
paper for poor butter, there is some busi- 
ness which cannot very well be slighted. 
When the house is rapped to order on 
Monday next the call of states will have 
to be gone through with under the rules, 
for though it is a new session itis not a 
new congress, and the time between 
June 23 and December 7, 1874, only goes 
for arecess. As usual, after the roll has 
been called, the senate will be informed 
that the house has a quorum, and the 
joint committee of botu houses will wait 
upon the president to inform him of tbe 
fuct. The reading of the president's 
message will follow, and probably oc- 
cupy less than an hour. A motion to 
adjourn will then be in order, and if the 
number of republican members is ou the 
tloor that is expected, that motion will 
be voted down, Yeas and nays on this 
point will cousnme over an hour, and if 
the speaker’s table cannot be reached 
after the call of the states, or if the call 
is not gone through with, the following 
day (Tuesday) will witness an extraordi- 
nary scene in the house in the attempt te 
reach the speaker’s table. The first busi- 
ness there will be a reference of house 
bill No. 1,278, returned from the senate 
amended. The next, sO near the top 
that the wool can be seen by a spectator 
in the darkest part of the house, is sup 
posed to be the principal mourner at 
the Jate republican funeral, the civil 
rights bill. There it is. Under it isan 
important lobby job for the relief oi 
certain contractors for the construction 
of steam vessels, and upon which thou 
sands of dollars have already been spent, 
And bill No. 4 is to extend the time for 
completing the St. Croix and Bayfield 
railroad, also backed as an important 
measure by an influential lobby. ‘These 
jubs must be reached, no matter what 
becomes of ths dominant party, and so 
the civil rights bill will be thrust, if not 
welcome, upon the house. The first mo- 
tion will be to lay the bill upon the table, 
which, it is expected, will draw the re. 
publican fire and show how many are 
willing to bury the dusky Cwsar. Should 
that motion prevail the chairman of the 
judiciary committee, General butler, 
stands onthe calendar first in order to 
move a reconsideration of this motion, 
by which the same bill, on January ¢ 
last, was recommitted tu the judiciary 
committee. 

Toward the endof the first week there 
will probabiy be a larger attendance 
than on the first orsecond days of the

session, andthe chances better for & 
strong party vote. On thecivil rights 


bill hangs all the accord and discord of 
the next three months’ legislation. The 
republican leaders marked how many in- 
discreet democratic orators there were at 
the beginning of the last sessioa when 
the civil rights bill was precipitated upon 
the house, and the southern fire-eaters 
hurled invectives against the seplette of Col- 
ored congressmen representing South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi, and when it was noticeable that 
nota northern democrat had a word 
to say on the subject. At the coming 
session the southern democrats have 
another object in getting rid of the sen- 
ate civil rights bat. Prominent southera 
men, whoimay be useful iu the next cam- 
paign, are awaiting the removal of their 
disabilities, and the senate bills are now 
on the speaker's table. Maury, Ander- 
son, Fauntleroy and IT. M. Jones (the 
name of Smith does nct appear) all of 
Virginia, are near the civil rights bill.

The most important matter to be 
disposed of is the act to amend existing 
customs and internal revenue laws, which 
originated in the house, was amended by 
the senate and referred te a committee 
of conference at the closing hours of the 
session. The senate adhered to its 
amendments, striking out the privilege 
of selling leaf tobacco directly to consu- 
mers to an amount of $100 
per annum, the drawback on imported 
licorice used in the manufacture of tobac- 
co exported, the tax on all sales of stocks, 
bonds, gold and silver bullion and other 
securities, Which it proposed to tax one- 
twentieth of one per cent. per annum, as 
well as a change in the duty on sti.1 wine 
imported in casks and bottles; they also 
held out on the clause on hops, macca- 
toni and vermicelli, and tin in plates or 
sheets. Finding that the bill was likeiy 
to be lost if debate continued, Senator 
Sherman moved that further considera- 
tion be postponed until the first Monday 
in December. Under the existing con- 
dition of things itis doubtful now wheth- 
er further action will be pressed. The 
house will not recede from its action in 
rejecting the repert of the conference 
committee, and the senate will stand b 
its action in amending the house bill 
What the genius of the national legisla 
tors may add to an already overburden. 
ed calendar the opening of the session 
alone can demonstrate.
